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OVERVIEW OF KOREAN FILMS 
AT BERLIN 2014 


ART AND COMMERCE 
GO HAND IN HAND AT BERLINALE 


Young Voices Crystal Clear in Maturing Korean Film Industry 


Ns Bridging the 
divide of art and commerce and high and low 
budget productions, this year’s Korean films at 
the 64" edition of the Berlin International Film 
Festival exhibit the depth of the Korean film 
industry, which, following its most successful 
year ever in 2013, has reached a level of 
sophistication and bounty of variety that has 
scarcely been seen in any national film industry. 
Though no films will feature in Berlinale’s Main 
Competition, like HONG Sangsoo’s Nobody’s 
Daughter Haewon did last year, a total of 
seven films [six features and one short] will 
populate the many programs that will take 
place in Berlin. Two of those films will have 
their world premieres in Germany, while four 
others screened at the Busan International Film 
Festival (BIFF] and another debuted at the San 
Sebastian International Film Festival last year. 


The 44" Forum section of Berlinale has picked 
a trio of Korean film, two from BIFF and one 
a world premiere, that perfectly fit its mission 
to present films depicting Merciless Working 
Environments and the Absurdities of the Cultural 
Establishment. 10 Minutes, Non Fiction Diary 
and A Dream of Iron cast unflinching eyes at 
Korean society's less salient aspects, at times 
going so far as to expose some of the country's 
inherent hypocrisies. 


Making its international premiere after competing 
in the Busan International Film Festival's New 
Currents section, during which it picked up the 


10 Minutes 


FIPRESCI and KNN Movie Awards, is LEE Yong- 
seungs debut feature 10 Minutes. A young 
man takes on a part time internship job In a 
government office while he studies to pass 
his producer's exam. Financial instability at 
home and the eventual promise of a secure 
full time position give him second thoughts 
about following the path toward his dream job. 
Reflecting the societal pressure stemming from 
Korea's harsh work environment, 10 Minutes 
presents a realistic account of the dark side of 
the worker's dream in modern Korean society. 
The film shows that even with the right attitude 
and a diligent work ethic, following the rules and 
going above and beyond doesn't always lead to 
expected, or fair, outcomes. The protagonist in 
10 Minutes, just as with so many young workers 
in Korea, learns the harsh ways of the country's 
work system when the opportunity that made 
him give up on his dreams Is cruelly taken away. 


Going back 20 years to a time when Korea had 
only recently been released from CHUN Doo- 
hwan's oppressive and authoritarian regime, 
JUNG Yoon-suk’'s first documentary Non Fiction 
Diary takes a look at Korean society in the 
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Non Fiction ELSA 


1990s, when it was still coming to grips with 
democratization. It does so through the prism 
of some of the darkest hours to make headlines 
during the decade, such as the Jijon-pa murder 
case and the Seongsu Bridge and Sampoong 
Department Store collapses. Director JUNG 
combines a forthright style and typical talking 
head interviews with a foreboding soundtrack 
and a clever, evocative editing style. Eerie and 
gripping, Non Fiction Diary made a mark on 
BIFF Jury members in the festivals Wide Angle 
section, which selected it for the Mecenat Award. 


A Dream of Iron 


Joining 10 Minutes and Non Fiction Diary in 
Berlinale’s Forum Section is the world premiere 
of A Dream of Iron, the second feature of 
director Kelvin Kyung Kun PARK, whose debut 
Cheonggyecheon Medley also featured in the 
Forum lineup in 2011 following its premiere at 
BIFF in 2010. The documentary A Dream of Iron 
takes a look at POSCO, the steel factory on the 
Southern Korean coast which is the fourth largest 
of its kind in the world, as it takes us through the 
process of steel manufacturing to shipbuilding 
with a series of arresting visual tableaus. Inviting 
us to view the sheer enormity of the plant and its 
endeavors and contrasting these colossal images 
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with those of Buddhist rituals and whales quietly 
ambling through the cold ocean, PARK’s almost 
Kubrickian approach to his subject, with its 
echoes of Koyaanisqatsi (1982), is hypnotic and 
undeniably artistic. 





Night Flight 

In the Panorama section, LEESONG Hee-il will 
appear for the third time, following No Regret 
(2006) and White Night (2012), which screened at 
the last year’s Berlinale, with the world premiere 
of his new film Night Flight. LEESONG’s epic 
queer high school drama follows his triptych 


of 2012 works, which also included the mid- 
length features Going South and Suddenly, Last 
Summer with another understated, yet lyrical and 
richly toned drama. Though queer cinema is on 
the rise in Korea, the strength of these films, as it 
stems from the harsh treatment of homosexuals 
that still marks the country today, poses an 
unfortunate paradox. In the high-pressure and 
segregated microcosm of a male high school, 
with its group think mentality, stress-driven 
insecurities and burgeoning testosterone, the 
notion of being outed as gay Is a terrifying one. 
With a touch both delicate and firm, nuanced and 
damning, Night Flight proves that there is no 
filmmaker working in Korea today better suited to 
handle the topic than LEESONG. 


A gala presentation of Bong Joon Ho's Snowpiercer 
will take place, which was kept secret until the 
doors opened on this year’s Berlinale. 2013 was 
a big year for the expansion of Korean films and 
filmmakers overseas as three of Korea's most 
famous directors signed their English-language

debuts. KIM Jee-woon made the Hollywood 
action film The Last Stand and PARK Chan- 
wook’s gothic drama-thriller Stoker debuted 
at the Sundance Film Festival, but it was Bong, 
with his international sci-fi Snowpiercer who 
had the most success at crossing over. Viewed 
by 9.3 million people in Korea and selling to 167 
markets around the world, the ambitious film, 
with its multinational cast, became the most 
successful Korean film to ever screen in France 
and audiences around the world are eager to get 
their chance to see It. 





ret Recipe 


Gina KIM’s new film Final Recipe, another 
English-language, international production 
will be featured in Berlin's Culinary lineup. 
Featuring global star Michelle YEOH and set in 
both Singapore and Shanghai, the film follows a 
young prodigy who takes part in a big TV cooking 
competition in Shanghai against his grandfather's 
wishes in the hopes of getting the prize money 
that could save his stubborn relative’s restaurant 
in Singapore. A slick production with a global feel, 
Final Recipe demonstrates CJ Entertainment's 
increasing savvy for producing films designed for 
international markets, following Snowpiercer and 
the China-set hit romcom A Wedding Invitation. 


OVERVIEW OF KOREAN FILMS 
AT BERLIN 2014 





Screening in the Generation Kplus section will 
be YOON Ga-eun’s charming short film Sprout. 
A family gathers for their grandfather's ancestral 
rites on the anniversary of his death but during 
preparations they notice that they have neglected 
to buy bean sprouts. Against her mother’s orders, 
a young granddaughter goes on a trip to pick up 
the vegetables and her journey becomes a quaint 
odyssey through modern day Seoul, through its 
back alleys and stairways under the hot summer 
sun. Produced by the Korean National University 
of Arts (K’Arts], Sprout received a Special Mention 
for the Sonje Award during BIFF last year. 


Commerce and art blended to brilliant effect in 
Snowpiercer but what the Korean films at this 
years Berlinale demonstrate is the depth of the 
artistry coming from today’s crop of young Korean 
filmmakers. Whether it be the visual installations 
of A Dream of Iron, the piercing insight of Non 
Fiction Diary or the effortless charm of student 
short Sprout, viewers attending the 64" Berlinale 
need not look far for great Korean cinema.
